So many signs kept coming. Before the funeral ceremony at the cemetary Gazebo, a butterfly 
would circle around Charbel and Zena, and would not leave till the croud arrived.

I am a radiation oncologist who specializes in caring for people with lung cancer, esophageal 
cancer, rectal cancer, pancreatic cancer, and other gastrointestinal cancers at MSK in Manhattan. I have 
particular expertise in advanced radiation therapy techniques, such as stereotactic body radiation therapy 
(SBRT) and brachytherapy. I have ten years of experience. I am the director of MSK’s radiation oncology 
residency training program, and my passion for education also extends to my patients. 

My goal is to be sure my patients understand why radiation therapy is recommended for them and what 
the benefits and risks may be. When patients come for their first appointment with me, many are 
concerned about side effects of treatment. I reassure them that although some side effects can be 
difficult, they are almost always manageable through the experience, counseling, and state-of-the-art 
treatments we offer at MSK. I also emphasize that every member of their care team — including nurses, 
resident physicians, and office assistants — and I are always available to listen to and address any 
concerns. 

We have made many advances in the field of radiation therapy. For lung cancer, liver cancer, and 
pancreatic cancer, we are expanding the use of SBRT to more patients. This is promising because SBRT 
is often more effective and less toxic — not to mention more convenient — than standard radiation 
therapy. 

We are also using brachytherapy in certain instances. Brachytherapy is a highly specialized type of 
radiation therapy that can sometimes be used in situations in which standard radiation therapy cannot, 
such as when a tumor returns despite previous radiation treatment. I am currently leading clinical trials at 
MSK for brachytherapy in gastrointestinal cancers, particularly rectal cancers. I am also closely involved 
in several nationwide trials of radiation therapy for lung cancer and gastrointestinal cancers. 

Outside of work, I enjoy both playing and listening to music, the great outdoors, and rooting for sports 
teams from my native Seattle, especially with my wife and two boys.

The conspiracy theories about Pharmaceuticals are true in a 
fashion. 

■ Potential cures like Dandelion Tea, Resveratrol, 

Curcurmin, are not even mentioned by Doctors and 
Oncologists, even though many meta-data studies indicate 
a great impact. Reason: not FDA approved officially. 
Reason: no extensive trials to prove the effect (anectdotal 
and statistics don’t count they say, even extensive 
statistics). Small trials and lab tests don’t count!! Reason: 
no one is willing to invest a huge cost for trials on 
medicines that you pull out of the weeds in your garden. 

It has to cost thousands to sell for them to recover the 
invetment. 

Doctors are afraid to move from the prescribed NCCN 
regulations, for fear of lawsuits or controversy. They show no 
inventiveness or flexibility. They become somewhat lazy in 
following the “Gold Standard”. 

Doctors don’t seem up on the very latest, even at Sloan 
Kettering. Results of recent ASCO meetings showing superiority 
of Vectibix and Erbitux over the usual Avastin (as opposed to 
last year’s meeting that said they were equal) is not known to 
our oncologist - possibly having us miss on a better 
med ication. 


Nutritionists and Integrative Medicine practitioners are novices 
practiced in saying “eat healthy stuff”. They don’t have (or just 
won’t say) anything specific about cancer-killer foods. They 
often contradict each other on what’s good: integrated: 
vegetarian - nutritionist: eat chicken, even meat! Coffee: don’t 
drink - see ASCO site... ASCO site: NEW- coffee prevents cancer! 
Would be funny if not so serious - like my diabetes nutritionist 
reading me what she printed from WebMD! 

Large hospital or not, they are ill managed and not following 
through on case details. E.g. MSI status testing wasn’t even 
looked at until I asked. Genetic testing start dragged for weeks 
till I escalated, and even then lost another three weeks since 
“they forgot a form”! 

Radiologists must be the laziest bums on earth. The one that 
missed the arm tumor almost cost us Sammy’s arm - he just 
made an addendum to his PETSCAN report after we told him we 
found a tumor in the bone scan! 

When in doubt, just operate! That almost got Sammy an 
unnecessary rectal surgery before we saw the bone tumor. 
Behaviour approaching malpractice. It could have also cost 
Sammy his arm.

I am a medical oncologist who specializes in caring for people with melanoma. As a researcher, I am working to develop innovative ways to use 
the immune system to treat cancer. I have been at the forefront of cancer immunotherapy as a clinician-scientist and as a principal investigator of 
several pivotal clinical trials. 


One of these was a large phase III trial that led to the FDA approval of ipilimumab (Yervoy®), an antibody now used as a first-line treatment for 
people with advanced melanoma. Ipilimumab was the first drug ever shown to improve survival in these patients. It has fundamentally changed 
this disease’s outcome — people who were once given a matter of months are living years longer in some cases. A number of patients I treated 
with ipilimumab in 2004 are still alive and free of cancer today. As a physician, nothing is more gratifying than being able to give someone his or 
her life back after cancer. 


Despite the successes of ipilimumab, only about 20 percent of melanoma patients respond to the drug. This experience led me to test ipilimumab 
in combination with another immune drug, called nivolumab. I designed and led the phase I, II, and III clinical trials that led to the FDA approval 
of this combination in 2015 for advanced melanoma. In 2011,1 established the Immunotherapeutics Clinical Core, a specialized phase I 
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outpatient unit at MSK that conducts novel immunotherapy trials, with a specific emphasis on identifying molecular biomarkers that can predict 
response. This group treats patients with a variety of cancers and has become a model for similar efforts by other major cancer centers throughout 
the world. 


I received my undergraduate degree from Princeton University and my MD and PhD degrees from New York University, where I also fulfilled 
my residency program. After completing my fellowship at MSK, I remained on the faculty as part of the Melanoma and Immunotherapeutics 
Service. I am also a professor of medicine at Weill Cornell Medical College.

I am a medical oncologist with a special expertise in developing new chemotherapy 
regimens for colorectal cancer. During my 30 years at Memorial Sloan Kettering, I 
conducted some of the first studies using drugs such as irinotecan (Camptosar®) and 
oxaliplatin (Eloxatin®), which are now widely used in patients with colorectal cancer. I 
was also the lead investigator of a large, multi-institutional study that helped in the 
Food and Drug Administration’s approval of oxaliplatin for colorectal cancer treatment 
in the U.S. My research has involved improving outcomes for people with liver 
metastases using regional chemotherapy.

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I always knew I wanted to become a doctor, but it wasn’t until my mom was diagnosed with cancer during my freshman 
year of college that I became interested in oncology. When she underwent treatment at MSK, I realized I wanted to be 
just like the doctors taking care of her. Her excellent radiation oncologist particularly inspired me. 


I love working at MSK Basking Ridge because we offer the most advanced treatments in a warm, nurturing environment 
close to home. I have a particular interest in the use of imaging techniques that deliver highly focused radiation to 
cancerous tissue and reduce damage to normal tissue. These include intensity-modulated radiation therapy and image- 
guided radiation therapy. I also use high-dose-rate brachytherapy (radiation delivered by a radioactive source placed 
directly in the tumor) to treat patients with gynecologic tumors who would benefit from this approach. I am interested 
in enrolling patients in clinical trials at MSK Basking Ridge to help find new approaches to treating cancer. I can also 
help patients gain entry into trials that are available at MSK in Manhattan, if appropriate. Sometimes patients are 
nervous about starting radiation treatment. I try to reassure them that even though they have never done this before, I 
have guided hundreds of other people through this process. I think of myself as a partner in their treatment and am 
here to educate and empower them.

I have dedicated my career to the surgical care of people with colon and rectal cancer, and am an expert in minimally invasive 
laparoscopic and robotic techniques for performing these surgeries. In addition to having treated thousands of patients over the 
years, I have a keen interest in research, particularly in examining ways to improve outcomes for peoples with colon and rectal 


cancers. I have led National Cancer Institute-sponsored studies aimed at improving the quality of life of patients with rectal cancer 
by performing smaller operations and identifying individuals who might avoid surgery altogether through sufficient elimination of 
tumors with radiation therapy and chemotherapy. I am also interested in identifying biomarkers that could predict rectal cancer 
response to radiation therapy and chemotherapy, and in examining racial disparities in outcomes for people with colorectal cancer. 

I joined Memorial Sloan Kettering as Chief of the Colorectal Service in 2012, after serving in leadership positions at various 
institutions, including as chair of the Department of Surgery at the City of Hope in California and chief of the Section of Colon and 
Rectal Surgery at the University of California, San Francisco, Medical Center. Over the course of my career, I have contributed to 
the wider medical knowledge of these cancers, having published more than 200 peer-reviewed publications, abstracts, editorials, 
and reviews. I have penned chapters for a spectrum of textbooks on surgical therapy for the myriad manifestations of colorectal 
disease, and also wrote a book for a patient audience titled Fast Facts - Colorectal Cancer (Health Press, 2010). I have served as 
associate editor for such publications as Annals of Surgical Oncology, as co-editor of Diseases of the Colon and Rectum, and as an 
ad-hoc reviewer on a spectrum of journals including the Lancet Oncology and the Journal of Clinical Oncology. I have lectured 
extensively on the advances in colorectal surgery both nationally and around the world, from grand rounds at the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Medicine to the Harvard Medical School Postgraduate Course in General Surgery. My participation in 
continuing medical education courses extends back to the mid-1990s, when I served as a lecturer on the principles of colon and 
rectal surgery at the University of Minnesota. Outside of my clinical responsibilities, I am proud to have received various honorary 
memberships from professional societies over the years, and am a long-time member of the Research Foundation of the American 
Society of Colon and Rectal Surgeons. I have served as president of the organization since 2010. I left my native country of Spain 
in 1985, after earning my medical degree and completing my surgery residency at the Complutense University in Madrid. I 
completed my training in general surgery at Harvard University’s Beth Israel Hospital and did a postdoctoral fellowship at Harvard 
Medical School. I also did a clinical fellowship in colorectal surgery at the University of Minnesota Medical Center.

I am an interventional radiologist who uses state-of-the-art radiology imaging equipment (such as CT, ultrasound, MRI, 
and real-time x-rays, called fluoroscopy) to guide minimally invasive procedures, which require only tiny incisions. 


At Memorial Sloan Kettering, which I joined in 1 996, I perform a wide variety of interventional radiology procedures for 
cancer patients, including needle biopsy, placement of venous access devices, and the placement of long-term catheters 
to manage fluid around the lungs or in the abdomen. I also have particular expertise in treating patients with complex 
biliary obstruction, such as obstruction of the kidneys/urinary tract and the bile ducts. 

I am very interested in locoregional treatments of liver tumors — both primary tumors such as hepatocellular carcinoma 
and cholangiocarcinoma — and metastases from a wide variety of primary cancers. These tumors may be treated with 
arterial-directed procedures such as embolization and radioembolization as well as by percutaneous ablation.

I am a radiation oncologist who specializes in caring for people with gastrointestinal cancers. These include rectal 
cancer , liver cancer , gallbladder and bile duct cancer , pancreatic cancer , gastric cancer, and anal cancer. I see patients 
at Memorial Sloan Kettering in Manhattan . 


A radiation oncologist cared for someone close to me when I was in medical school. This personal experience had a 
profound impact on me, and I decided to pursue a career in radiation oncology. It still impacts me today in my 
interactions with patients and their loved ones. Many patients who come to my office are frightened by the concept of 
radiation therapy . During the appointment, we spend a lot of time discussing side effects. I explain to my patients that 
the advanced technologies we use allow us to pinpoint where the radiation goes in the body. This accuracy helps us 
avoid healthy tissue and hopefully reduce the risk and severity of radiation therapy side effects. 


I am leading several cancer clinical trials across the country. These are focused on delivering doses of radiation therapy 
that can eliminate tumors in liver cancer and pancreatic cancer. These doses are two to three times higher than regular 
doses. We have found that they can provide positive outcomes for people with liver cancer and pancreatic cancer that 
cannot be removed through surgery. When patients leave my office, my goal is for them to feel hopeful. I want them to 
feel confident that they will receive the best care possible and that we are in the fight against cancer together.

Dr. Yang is a resident in radiation oncology at Memorial Sloan Kettering 
Cancer Center (MSKCC). She graduated with her medical degree from the 
Icahn School of Medicine at Mount Sinai and completed a transitional year 
internship at MSKCC. She also completed a year of clinical research with 
MSKCC, where she examined novel uses of radiation therapy to manage 
pediatric cancers. It was during this time that she started to realize that 
health care was rapidly changing and that she needed to do something “to 
take an active role in influencing policy,” she said. But because most 
oncologists, including herself, aren’t trained in health care policy, she said 
that she felt “inadequately prepared to take on this role.” That’s when she 
started to consider the ASCO Health Policy Fellowship Program. “I was 
interested in the program because I thought it would provide me with the 
experience I needed to be an effective agent of policy change,” Dr. Yang 
said. Dr. Yang said she hopes the program will help her understand how to 
shape cancer health care policy so that “oncologist and patient interests are 
accounted for adequately.” “The costs of cancer care are rapidly rising, and 
I am interested in quantitatively comparing treatment options to find the 
most effective and cost-effective outcomes for patients. My goal is to 
translate these findings into policy changes that will influence practice 
patterns,” Dr. Yang said. 



Dr Yang 


I am a radiation oncologist who specializes in treating tumors of the central nervous system. This 
includes primary brain tumors, metastatic brain tumors, and spine tumors. I also have expertise in treating 
metastatic tumors in the body. I use advanced radiation techniques, such as proton 
therapy and stereotactic radiotherapy, to deliver radiation treatment with a high level of precision while 
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avoiding damage to nearby healthy tissue. This is especially true for proton therapy, which allows me to 
treat tumors in the brain without affecting important functions, like vision and hearing. 

I am Co-Director of the Oligometastatic Disease and Palliative Radiation Program. This new initiative at 
Memorial Sloan Kettering focuses on caring for people with cancer that has spread from another part of 
the body. Radiation therapy already plays an essential role in treating these tumors. My goal is to improve 
and expand how radiation can better serve people with metastatic disease. 

We are piloting radiation therapy early on in treating cancer that has just begun to spread to other parts of 
the body. This is called oligometastatic disease. This innovative program is changing the way we think 
about metastatic cancer. We can potentially change the course of the disease and slow its growth. We 
can even improve the chances that people with metastatic cancer can be disease-free. Another goal of 
the program is to find new ways to reduce or eliminate the symptoms of metastatic disease. I am studying 
whether using radiation early during a person’s care can prevent pain later on. Eventually, that might 
reduce the need for hospitalization. I am also looking at whether advanced radiation techniques, such as 
hypofractionation, can give people with metastatic tumors more help with their symptoms in less time. 

In the past, some people thought radiation was a damaging form of cancer treatment. Much like with 
chemotherapy, we have come a long way in how we use radiation to attack tumors. When patients come 
to see me, I am able to reassure them that I can effectively target a very precise area to control their 
tumors and their symptoms while protecting healthy tissue. I am always looking for ways to keep 
improving how we can use radiation to help the people we care for. 



Mark Robson I am a board-certified medical oncologist who specializes in the identification and 
management of individuals who have inherited an increased risk for cancer. As Clinic Director of the 
Clinical Genetics Service, I concentrate on helping men and women with cancer incorporate genetic 
information into their treatment plan. For those who are at increased risk, but have not been diagnosed, I 
work to develop a plan that will help them either prevent the development of cancer, or limit its impact if it 
occurs. Along the same lines, my research focus has studied the best ways to use genetic information to 
improve the outcomes of those with or at risk for hereditary cancers of all types.

I am a surgeon with specialized training in cancers of the colon, rectum, anus, appendix, and peritoneum. The focuses of my 
practice include minimally invasive techniques for colorectal cancer (including laparoscopy, single-incision laparoscopy, and 
robotic surgery), avoiding colostomy while preserving bowel, bladder, and sexual function, and the management of peritoneal 
surface malignancies (including pseudomyxoma peritonei and mesothelioma). 

My clinical research involves prospective clinical trials of new technology and surgical techniques for advanced colorectal, 
appendiceal, and peritoneal malignancies, as well as optimizing surgical margins and lymph node retrieval for colon and rectal 
cancers. I am the primary investigator for the ICARuS Trial (Intraperitoneal Chemotherapy After cytoReductive Surgery). This is 
a randomized clinical trial investigating the benefit of intraperitoneal chemotherapy for metastatic appendiceal and colorectal 
cancer. It will be the first-ever prospective trial with the primary goal of measuring the efficacy of intraperitoneal chemotherapy 
for appendix cancer worldwide and the first randomized trial of intraperitoneal chemotherapy for colorectal cancer in the United 
States. 

I have authored papers on a variety of subjects including cytoreductive surgery, intraperitoneal chemotherapy, minimally 
invasive surgery, sphincter-sparing rectal surgery, mechanisms of tumor progression, and predictors of outcome following 
surgery.

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As an interventional radiologist, I perform minimally invasive procedures using needles and 
catheters, providing an alternative to surgery for many patients. I can guide a needle or a 
catheter toward a tumor using CT, ultrasound, or x-ray, then burn or freeze the tumor 
(ablation), block its blood supply (embolization), or implant microscopic radioactive particles to 
treat it (radioembolization). These procedures can be used to treat cancer in the lung, liver, and 
kidney. I can also reopen blood vessels that are blocked or narrowed by a blood clot or a tumor 
using minimally invasive techniques that are performed through a catheter. 

I have done thousands of image-guided procedures and use a multidisciplinary clinical 
approach, which involves coordinating care with surgeons, oncologists, and other specialists to 
decide the best treatment strategy for each patient. I teach other doctors how to perform these 
procedures at national meetings, and I am a reviewer for several medical journals. 

My research focuses on developing new minimally invasive methods for treating liver, 
pancreatic, and kidney cancer. We have some promising results in the laboratory on how to 
improve the safety and efficacy of tumor embolization and ablation, which we plan to translate 
into human clinical trials in the next few years

I am an interventional radiologist specializing in interventional oncology, caring for people with cancer. I have been practicing 
interventional radiology since 1998 and joined the Interventional Radiology Service at Memorial Sloan Kettering in 2002. As an 
expert in interventional oncology, I use minimally invasive, image-guided procedures to diagnose and treat patients with cancer with 
minimal side effects, complications, and discomfort. My expertise include the treatment of primary and metastatic liver and lung 
cancers using thermal ablation (radiofrequency, microwave, cryoablation) or other non-thermal sources of energy (NanoKnife ® or 
irreversible electroporation). I also specialize in catheter-directed therapies that treat malignant liver tumors that cannot be removed 
through surgery or destroyed locally (ablation). These treatments include embolization techniques that use beads alone or combined 
with chemotherapy or radiotherapy delivered directly into liver tumors. These beads combine the therapeutic effects of radiation 
(radio embolization or selective internal radiation therapy) or chemotherapy (DEB-TACE or chemoembolization) with that of small 
particle tumor microvasculature embolization. These approaches offer the best therapeutic option to people with cancer who are not 
candidates for surgery or ablation.
